testing squ ad was told to impou nd any 
b u s not properly b onded and to arrest its 
driver. 
The order to check b u s b rakes follows 
an accident at Ossining which took a 
toll of nineteen dead and twenty -two in­ 
ju red. 
Good b rakes, the commissioner 
of vehicles has fou nd, wou ld have avert­ 
ed the disaster. 
No owner of au tomob iles who is care­ 
fu l ab ou t the condition of b rakes and 
other equ iment ob jects to official testing; 
on the other hand, he welcomes it. 
In 
some of the 
states 
it is requ ired that 
b rakes, steering gear and other equ ip­ 
ment shall b e inspected at regu lar inter­ 
vals. 
In these states accidents du e to 
mechanical defects are mu ch less u ncom­ 
mon than in states where every driver is 
his own ju dge of equ ipment. 
If it were b roadcast that in Missou ri 
the highway patrol was to check equ ip­ 
ment on cars, tru cks and b u ses, repair 
and service garages wou ld do a good 
b u siness.

time 
to time a driver 
gives as his excu se for an accident that 
his b rakes wou ld not hold. 
Any ve­ 
hicle with weak b rakes is u nsafe and 
shou ld not b e allowed on streets and 
highway s.

It shows in small space a re­ 
markab ly complete demonstration of 
the phy siology of the b lood and of 
its diseases. You see wax models 
of

b lood, the amou nt which is in an 
average hu man b eing’s b ody . The 
different ty pes of b lood cells, not 
only in man, b u t in other animals, 
are show’n b y w’ax models. These

magnified

times, 
b u t modeled to scale so that y ou 
can 
see the comparative size of 
b lood 
cells 
in 
different 
animals. 
The cu riou s thing is that the b lood 
cell of an elephant is smaller than 
that of a man, and hardly one-fifth 
the size of that of a frog. 
The origin of the b lood from the 
b one marrow, will the development 
of the red b lood cell, showing how 
it loses its nu cleu s to b ecome an 
adu lt cell, is b eau tifu lly clear. The 
relation 
of the stomach and the 
liver to b lood formation is shown 
in a chart, and this explains the 
reason for the valu e of liver ex­ 
tract in anemia.

Iroqouis 
Indian 
chief, 
arrived 
here this w'eek to renew acquaint­ 
ances with Sedalia friends before 
he undertakes his life’s mission. 
Behind the visit is a three-year 
friendship with Charles Perry, Se­ 
dalia police officer, at wJiose home 
he was a guest in 1930 when an 
interdenominational conference was 
held at a local church. 
Artego, who adhered to the In­ 
dian custom of joining the tribe of 
his 
mother, 
is 
returning 
to 
the 
Xavajos in Fort Defiance, Ariz., as 
ja teacher in a Presbyterian mission 
! school. 
i 
His father, Chief Rolling Bear, is 
the 
tribal 
leader 
of 
an 
Iroquois 
reservation in Xew York. Ilis moth­ 
er was a Xavajo. Artego attended 
school 
near 
his 
home 
in 
Mojva, 
Calif., and was graduated in June 
i from 
the 
Bingingham 
Theological 
Seminary in Xew York. 
"The future of the Indians?” he 
asked at the Perry home last night. 
"They 
have 
no 
future 
politically. 
Their only salvation is in the gos­ 
pel. 
L.ving 
conditions among the 
southwestern Indians are bad. The 
only civilization we have—the only 
progress we have made—has been 
accomplished since the missionaries 


came among us in the past forty 
years. 
"Even now, many of them are liv­ 
ing as they did five to seven hun­ 
dred 
years ago. 
The missionaries 
have brought us hospitals, schools 
and teachers. We are improving.” 
Artego, whose name was derived 
from a phrase which means "poison 
cak” in the Xavajo language, be- 
I’eves that church-trained teachers 
make the best leaders among his 
people. 
“ Until 
recently, 
the government I 
often sent criminals to teach us,” 
he said. "They w'ere more or less 
atheists. Anyone can see the results. 
The Indians are idealistic—and their 
¡deals depend upon their leader— 
the one to whom they look. With 
aiheism goes immorality and crude­ 
ness. That condition is now’ being 
remedied by the churches. We are 
tiaining 
leaders 
among 
our 
owm 
ffople—leaders who understand the 
task they have before them.” 
Artego, who is 29 years old, w’ill 
pa^s hi.« knowledge on to Indians 
at the reservation in Fort Defiance. 
His pupils will, in turn, carry the 
message to others. 
"It is home missionary work,” he 
« aid. 
"W e’re 
teaching 
our 
people 
U) do for themselves.” 
As proof of this, he ex hibited sev­ 
eral 
native-made articles that the 
wttite n-an w’ould find hard to imi­ 
tate with all his machinery.
